He said 
he was compelled to cut off the water 
in tha pipe leading to his radiator to 
prevent his engine from freezing. De- 
scending from a height of 2»,000 feet. 
Rohlfs found his gasoline and oxygen 
exhausted and volplaned the entire dis- 
tance to the ground.

playing "Hunt the Baby." They played 
the same on the edge of the tepee vil-

Then she 
dropped it somewhere in the grass and 
went back to the others and cried out, 
"Where is my baby?" That meant that 
al! was ready for the hunt to begin.
